To the Inhabitants of the Town of North Hampton 
in the County of Rockingham in said State, qualified to 
vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the New School 
Building in said North Hampton on Tuesday, the Ninth 
day of March, next, at 1:00 of the clock in the afternoon. 
Business meeting at 7:00 p.m. Polls not to close before 
7:30 p.m., to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriations of the same. 


3. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Town 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to bor- 
row money in anticipation of taxes. 


4. To see what action the town will take regarding 
allowing five per cent discount on taxes paid on or 
before a date which the Selectmen shall designate. 


5. To see if the town will vote to install two hydrants 
on Mill Road to be located by the Selectmen and Fire 
Chief and raise and appropriate the sum of $20.00 a 
year for the same. 


6. To see what action the town will take in regard 
to accepting Streets A and B, or either of them, in 
Lafayette Terrace, as town roads, to take effect only 
upon the present owner’s completing the same with 
level grading and tar treated surface in first-class 
condition approved in writing by the Selectmen within 
one year from the date of the vote in this matter. 
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7. To see if the town will vote to install two fire 
hydrants, to be located by the Selectmen and Fire Chief, 
on such extension of the water main of the Hampton 
Water Works Company as shall be constructed westerly 
on Atlantic Avenue from the corner of Mill Road to 
the Norton, Blackden, and Harney houses, and to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $180.00 a year for the 
same. (By petition) 


8. To see if the town will authorize the Selectmen 
to purchase and install two-way radio equipment in the 
automobile of the Chief of Police, and to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money not in excess of $550.00 for 
this purpose. (By petition) 


9. Tosee if the town will vote to install a street hight 
near the residence of Mr. and Mrs. Vernon Seavey on 
Atlantic Avenue. (By petition) 


10. On petition of Herbert E. Knox and twenty-one 
voters to see what action the town of North Hampton 
will take in regard to the installing of a street light near 
the Knox Motel on Lafayette Road.

REPORT OF TOWN MEETING 
March 9, 1954 


A meeting of the Inhabitants of the Town of North 
Hampton qualified to vote in Town affairs and holden in 
the New School Building in said Town, the alphabetical 
list of voters having been posted and subscribed on the 
back thereof by the supervisors of the Check List, was 
called to order at one o’clock in the afternoon by the Mod- 
erator, Wilbur S. Drew, who declared the Polls open for 
the election of Town Officers, the business meeting to be 
held at 7:00 p.m. Polls not to close before 7:30 p.m. 


At 7:00 p.m. Moderator, Wilbur S. Drew, read the war- 
rant and the meeting was open. 


As there was no motion made to extend the time for 
the Polls to remain open, the Polls closed at 7:30 p.m. 


Article 1. Officers elected from the floor. 


Assessors of Taxes. 

Philip T. Boothby moved and it was so voted that the 
Selectmen act as such. 

Overseers of the Poor. 

William P. Fowler moved and it was so voted that the 
Selectmen be Overseers of the Poor.

On motion of Eliot A. Stevens, Raymond Chevalier was 
elected Fence Viewer.

BEANO QUESTION 


Shall the provision of Chapter 171-A of the Revised 
Laws relative to playing games of Beano be adopted in 
this town.

Article 2. James F. Leavitt moved, and it was so voted 


that this Article be passed over until all other Articles 
were acted upon. 


Article 3. William P. Fowler moved that this article be 
accepted as stated in the warrant. It was a vote. 


Article 4. Raymond O. Hobbs moved and it was so 
voted that this article be adopted as read. 


Article 5. William P. Fowler moved that the town 
take advantage of the low rate of $10 a hydrant and it 
was voted that the town install two hydrants on Mill 
Road to be located by the Selectmen and Fire Chief and 
raise and appropriate a sum of $20 for the same. 


Article 6. Maurice Kierstead moved that this article 
be tabled until Streets A and B in Lafayette Terrace are 
brought up to state requirements, and it was so voted. 


Article 7. Gordon S. Dow moved that this Article be 
passed as read. It was so voted. 


Article 8. After Robert A. Southworth gave approxi- 
mate figures, explained advantages of installing two-way 
radio equipment in the Chief of Police’s automobile, and 
read portions of a letter from Colonel Caswell of the New 
Hampshire State Police stating that he would be very 
pleased with such an addition to the North Hampton Po- 
lice Department, Mr. Southworth moved that the town 
raise and apprporiate a sum not in excess of $550.00 for 
the same. 


As all Town expenditures over $500 are to be voted up- 
on by ballot, the Moderator declared the ballot open and 
after everyone present had been given the opportunity 
to cast his vote, the ballot was closed and the moderator 
read the results. Total votes cast: 181; Yes 157. No 24. 
It was voted to adopt Article 8 as read. 


Article 9. Maurice Kierstead made a motion that this 
article be accepted as read. William P. Fowler asked Mr. 
Kierstead if he would amend his motion to read as fol- 
lows: That the town install a street light near the resi- 
dence of Mr. and Mrs. Vernon Seavey on Atlantic Avenue 
and that cost of same be paid from the General Appro- 
priation of Street Lighting Funds. Mr. Kierstead accept- 
ed the amendment and it was a vote of the meeting. 


Article 10. Gordon S. Dow moved and it was so voted 
that this article be indefinitely postponed. 


Article 2. The Moderator read the Town Budget figure 
for 1954 as $51,451.11 as approved by the Budget Com- 
mittee including the expenditures for Articles voted upon 
in the 1954 Town Warrant. William P. Fowler moved that 
the Town approve the budget figure. Gordon S. Dow re- 
quested that the 1954 appropriation for the Fire Depart- 
ment be increased by $200 in order to provide the Fire 
Department with gas masks, thus making the Fire De- 
partment appropriation $7,500. Mr. Dow asked Mr. Fow- 
ler if he would amend his motion to include the increase 
and Mr. Fowler agreed. 


The moderator read the revised figures of $51,651.11 
and it was voted that $51,651.11 be appropriated for the 
expense of the Town for the ensuing year. 


Mr. Robert A. Southworth, upon request of Mrs. 
James A. Eastman made a motion that the zoning inspec- 
tors be given the power to determine and fix a minimum 
distance between street lights and that no new street 
lights be installed between the minimum distance. It was 
a vote. 


Mr. James F.. Leavitt moved and it was voted that the 
Town Road Agent be authorized to increase the hourly 
wage for his employees from $1.00 an hour to the pre- 
vailing wage. 


Gordon 8S. Dow requested that any money received by 
the Town from the sale of cemetery lots be turned over 
to the Trustees of Trust Funds and the income thereof 
be spent for upkeep of the cemetery. William P. Fowler 
questioned the legality of such a move without an article 
in the warrant for the same and a motion was made that 
it be inserted in the 1955 Town Warrant. It was a vote. 


Raymond O. Hobbs stated that the road running be- 
tween Elm road and North Road is known by several 


names, the name for it on the 1953 revised Town Map 
being Cow Lane. He made a motion that the Chair ap- 
point a committee of three to look into and consider the 
renaming of Cow Lane and for the committee to report 
at the next Town Meeting. It was a vote. 


Mrs. Gertrude Hobbs suggested that the Selectmen 
take note and see that the sign at the head of Walnut Av- 
enue be changed from Road to Avenue as Walnut Avenue 
is its correct name. 


Mrs. Frederick E. Scott made a motion that the same 
committee looking into and considering the renaming of 
Cow Lane also look into the matter of Woodland Road 
and Little River Road. It was a vote. 


Gordon 8. Dow moved that the meeting be adjourned 
and it was so voted. 


The meeting adjourned at 8:15 P. M.

To the Inhabitants of the Town of North Hampton in 
in the County of Rockingham in said State, qualified to 
vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the New School 
Building in said North Hampton on Tuesday, the Eighth 
day of March, next, at one of the clock in the afternoon. 
Business meeting at 7:30 p.m. Polls not to close before 
7:30 p.m., to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriations of the same. 


3. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Town 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow 
money in anticipation of taxes. 


4. To see what action the Town will take regarding 
allowing a five per cent discount on taxes paid on or be- 
fore a date which the Selectmen shall designate. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to give Emerson and 
Jean P. Horne a quit-claim deed to a triangular shaped 
tract of land known as “Rocky Ledge” containing 0.27 
acre and situated within the limits of Hobbs Road and 
north of the traveled way; said land being 45 feet wide at 
the easterly end at land of Fred C. Leavitt and extending 
westerly 445 feet to a point opposite the westerly edge 
of land of John A. Miller; the Town hereby giving up any 
and all claims to said land. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to rescind its vote of 
March 14, 1939 changing the name of Woodland Road to 
its older name of Little River Road and declare the name 
Woodland Road to be the official name of said road; pop- 
ular usage having retained the name Woodland Road 
since the above date. 

7. To see if the Town will take any action in renam- 
ing the road now shown on the Town Map as Cow Lane. 


8. To see if the Town will authorize and empower the 
Trustees of Trust Funds to sell burial lots in the Town 
cemeteries under their custody at such prices and sub- 
ject to such conditions as they shall from time to time 
determine, and to execute and deliver valid deeds to the 
purchasers thereof in the name and under the seal of the 
Town; and further to authorize and empower said Trus- 
tees to retain, use and account for the proceeds from sale 
of all such burial lots as additional funds for the care, 
maintenance and improvement of the Town cemeteries. 


9. On recommendation of the Planning Board, to see 
if the Town will vote to amend the “North Hampton 
Zoning Ordinance” as adopted on September 17, 1946, by 
adding after subsection 3 of Paragraph D (‘‘Prohibited 
Uses’) of Section IV (“Rural Zoning District Uses’’) the 
following additional prohibited uses as further subsec- 
tions to said paragraph, 


“4, A trailer park, defined as any land rented for 
the parking, or temporary or permanent location, of one 
or more trailers, except as existing prior to the adoption 
of this amendment. 


5. Use of any trailer as a place of abode elsewhere 
than in a trailer park, except as existing prior to the 
adoption of this amendment, or for temporary purposes 
found by the Board of Zoning Inspectors not to be injuri- 
ous or offensive to the neighborhood and limited to the 
period of time specified in the permit therefor.” 
so that said paragraph as amended shall hereafter read: 
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“D. Prohibited Uses. Except as permitted in Para- 
graph A above, no building or premises in the Rural Zon- 
ing District may be erected, altered or used for:- 


1. Any use that is found by the Board of Zoning In- 
spectors to be injurious or offensive to the neighborhood 
by reason of the emission of odor, fumes, dust, smoke, 
vibration, or noise, the creation of a menace to health, 
safety, or morals, or a hazard of fire, explosion, traffic 
congestion endangering the public safety, or other cause; 


2. A junk yard or automobile graveyard (defined as 
two or more wrecked or dismantled cars within a fifty- 
foot radius) in view of any residence or highway: 


3. Dumping or exposing of garbage, refuse, or glass 
without burying or covering the same, expect in a muni- 
cipal dump duly regulated; 


4. A trailer park, defined as any land rented for the 
parking, or temporary or permanent location, of one or 
more trailers, except as existing prior to the adoption of 
this amendment. 


5. Use of any trailer as a place of abode elsewhere 
than in a trailer park, except as existing prior to the 
adoption of this amendment, or for temporary purposes 
found by the Board of Zoning Inspectors not to be injuri- 
ous or offensive to the neighborhood and limited to the 
period of time specified in the permit therefor.” 


10. On recommendation of the Planning Board, to see 
if the Town will vote to amend the “‘North Hampton Zon- 
ing Ordinance’”’ as adopted on September 17, 1946, by 
adding at the end of Section IX (the last section) of the 
ordinance either or all of the following new sections: 


SECTION X, LOT SIZE: No dwelling, including its ac- 
cessory buildings, in the Rural Zoning District shall here- 
after be built or placed on any lot having less than 15,000 
square feet of land and 100 feet of frontage reserved for 
use of such dwelling, its accessory buildings, and the oc- 


cupants thereof, exclusive of land reserved or used for 
any building not accessory to such dwelling; provided 
that one dwelling may be erected or placed on a lot con- 
taining less than 15,000 square feet of land or having a 
frontage of less than 100 feet, if at the time of the adop- 
tion of this amendment to the ordinance there is no exist- 
ing lawful building occupying over thirty percent of the 
area of such lot and the lot is under single or joint own- 
ership. 


SECTION XI, SIZE OF DWELLING: In the Rural 
Zoning District no dwelling shall hereafter be built or 
located on any lot unless such dwelling has a ground area 
of at least 600 square feet in the case of a dwelling of two 
or more stories or a ground area of at least 720 square 
feet in the case of a one-story dwelling ; provided that the 
Board of Zoning Inspectors or other enforcing agency 
may authorize the building or location of a camp or sea- 
sonal dwelling of smaller size if in the opinion of the 
Board such camp or seasonal dwelling will not be injuri- 
ous, offensive or detrimental to the neighborhood. 


SECTION XII, PERMITS: No person shall commence 
any construction or major alteration without a written 
permit for the same from the Board of Zoning Inspectors 
or other duly authorized enforcing agency. For any con- 
struction or alteration costing less than $1,000.00, no 
fee for such permit shall be charged. For any construc- 
tion or alteration to cost at least $1,000.00 but less than 
$2,000.00 based on a fair estimate of the total cost there- 
of, a fee of $2.00 for each such permit shall be charged, 
plus an additional $2.00 for each additional $1,000.00 of 
such total estimated cost. Said fees, after deducting all 
expenses of the Board of Zoning Inspectors or other issu- 
ing authority, shall be turned over to the Town Treasur- 
er. 


11. Onrecommendation of the Planning Board, to see 
if the Town will vote to establish a Sub-Division Ordin- 
ance, as follows: 


SUB-DIVISION ORDINANCE: No tract of land in the 
Town of North Hampton shall be sub-divided for resi- 
dential buildings to be located elsewhere than on an es- 
tablished Highway unless and until a plat or layout for 
such sub-dividing the same has been submitted to and ap- 
proved by the Planning Board, who will hold the neces- 
sary hearing and give their recommendation of approval 
or disapproval to the Board of Selectmen. The Plat or 
layout must show streets or private roadways, surface 
drainage facilities, and utility services (conforming to 
the Town of North Hampton standards) which it is pro- 
posed to provide in connection with the development. Up- 
on the adoption of this ordinance it shall be the duty of 
the Town Clerk to file a certified copy hereof with the 
date of its adoption, or date when the Planning Board has 
been given the authority above set forth, with the Reg- 
ister of Deeds of Rockingham County. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to extend, for fire 
protection purposes, the existing water main of the 
Hampton Water Works Company westerly on Atlantic 
Avenue for a distance of 1,500 feet or so much thereof 
as the funds available will permit, from the present ter- 
minus of said main at the Homestead Inn, and to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $5,500.00 plus whatever 
funds are still available in Capital Reserve Fund No. 2 
for such purpose, and to install one hydrant at the end of 
such extension and to move the present hydrant at the 
Homestead Inn westerly so that it will be within 800 feet 
of the nearest hydrant to the east; and to appropriate the 
further sum of $90.00 annually for such new hydrant; 
and to authorize the Water Committee to make all nec- 
essary contracts and to take all necessary action to carry 
out the purposes of this vote; and to authorize the Trus- 
tees of Trust Funds to make payments from said Reserve 
Fund for said purpose on the order of said Water Com- 
mittee, signed by the Chairman thereof. (By petition) 


13. To see if the Town will vote to construct an addi- 


tion in the rear of the Town Hall, including adequate 
heating, cooking, and toilet facilities, and to make other 
needed improvements to said Hall, at a cost not exceed- 
ing the principal of $8,000.00 with all accumulated inter- 
est, of Capital Reserve Fund No. 1 (as appropriated in 
the years 1944, 1945, and 1946) for the construction or 
reconstruction of the Town Hall or Fire Station and town 
buildings; and to appoint the Selectmen and two other 
persons as a committee for that purpose, with full au- 
thority to employ an architect for the preparation of 
suitable plans, to employ all necessary workmen, to make 
all necessary contracts, to take all other necessary action, 
and to use and expend so much of said Capital Reserve 
Fund as is required for said purpose; and to authorize 
the Trustees of Trust Funds to make payments from said 
Capital Reserve Fund No. 1 for such purpose in accord- 
ance with the orders of said committee duly signed by 
the chairman thereof. (By petition). 


14. To see if the Town will vote to construct a suit- 
able addition to the Town Library, in the rear thereof, 
with adequate toilet and heating facilities, at a cost not 
to exceed $4,700.00, and to appoint the Library Trustees 
a committee to employ an architect for preparing suit- 
able plans for the same, and to make all necessary con- 
tracts therefor; and to appropriate and use for such pur- 
pose as much as is required of the Capital Reserve Funds 
of $6,000.00 and accumulated interest appropriated in 
the years 1945 and 1946 for the construction and recon- 
struction of Town Buildings, and to authorize the Trus- 
tees of Trust Funds to make payments approved by said 
committee from said Capital Reserve Funds for such 
purpose. (By petition). 


15. To see if the Town will vote to take over and as- 
sume the maintenance cost of the 16 hydrants for fire- 
protection in Little Boar’s Head District, heretofore 
maintained by the Village District, comprising 11 hy- 
drants at a rental of $90.00 apiece, and 5 at a rental of 


$10.00 apiece; and to appropriate the annual sum of $1,- 
040.00 for the same. (By petition). 


16. To see what action the Town will take in regard 
to raising and appropriating the sum of $1,200.00 to re- 
place the present Chevrolet Tank Truck. (By petition). 


17. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $500.00 for the use of Civil Defense, not 
more than $250.00 of the amount to be set aside toward 
the building of an Aircraft Observation Post in the Sea- 
coast Region if and when the State of New Hampshire 
Observation Unit decides there is no fit building now in 
existence which should be properly used for that purpose. 
(By petition). 


18. To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting. 


Given under our hands and seal this 15th day of Feb- 
ruary, in the year of Our Lord nineteen hundred and fif- 
ty-five.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of North Hampton: 


I herewith submit to you my twenty-fifth report as 
Superintendent of your schools. 


The schools of North Hampton began the current year 
on Monday, September 14, 1954, with an enrollment of 
213 pupils in grades one through eight. This compares 
with the corresponding figure of 185 the previous Sep- 
tember and 163 for the year 1951-1952. The growth in 
pupil poulation is shown by the listed September en- 
rollments for the past five years.

The people of North Hampton are to be congratulated 
upon the completion of their new addition to the school 
building. The added three rooms have allowed a room for 
each grade and taken the second grade out of the tempor- 
ary basement room. The room that is vacated is being 
used by the teachers and pupils as a visual aids room as 
well as occasionally for music and rhythm activities. This 
leads to a more efficient use of the room without confu- 
sion resulting when home rooms are so used. 


The new rooms are attractive, well lighted and of suf- 
ficient size to enable our teachers to adopt modern pro- 
cedures of instruction. Grades one and two are self-con- 
tained with toilets and washing facilities just off the 
rooms themselves. This arrangement leads to better 
teacher control and more homelike surroundings for our 
littlest children. A school library in the elementary school 
is now considered a necessity. The building now provides 
a small room for this purpose. As books are received for 
this library its value will become increasingly evident. 
The new ceiling in the lunch room not only makes for a 


more attractive atmosphere, but also increases the foot- 
candles of light in the room. 


We are particularly pleased with our teaching staff 
this year. Under the leadership of Mr. Theodoras the 
teachers are a unified group, working together for the 
progress of our children from grade to grade. The staff 
is composed wholly of teachers with a number of years 
experience. From this experience North Hampton is 
reaping the benefits. It is my desire that the district do 
all in its power to retain the present staff. 


North Hampton is one of the two districts in Union No. 
21 to employ a remedial teacher. Such a service is of real 
value to our pupils. Pupils working with this teacher re- 
ceive the incentive of individual help. When the teacher 
of any grade becomes aware of the difficulties experi- 
enced by a certain pupil, that pupil is referred to the 
remedial teacher. His troubles are analyzed. With this 
analysis it is often possible to correct the difficulties and 
return him to his class. Otherwise the pupil may become 
more and more maladjusted as he progresses through his 
school life. 


Iam recommending that the Rinehart system of hand- 
writing be adopted in the school. By this method an ex- 
pert penman will visit our children each month, present 
lessons, conduct classes and evaluate progress. The al- 
phabet used is nationally standardized, composed of eas- 
ily formed letters and attractive to read. This system 
has been approved in many schools of New England. Its 
value has been proven by results achieved wherever it 
has been introduced. 


The enrollment in the North Hampton School is now so 
large that the duties of the Principal require a great deal 
of time. A program should be adopted whereby definite 
periods would be assigned for administration of the 
building. 


This can best be accomplished by establishing a de- 


partmentalized schedule for the upper grades. A sched- 
ule of this kind has additional advantages above that of 
providing for administration. Departmentalization al- 
lows each teacher to instruct in those subjects for which 
he is best prepared. It allows a continuity of progress 
since each pupil will study the same subject with the 
same teacher throughout the years so departmentalized. 
You as a board have given this organization considera- 
tion. It is my recommendation that it be adopted. 


North Hampton is entitled to federal funds because of 
the large number of pupils whose parents work on feder- 
al property. In the main, this applies to those working at 
the Newington Bomber Base and the Portsmouth Naval 
Base. On the basis of costs for the past complete school 
year, the local district received $5,112.96 as reimburse- 
ment for the last school year. Application has been made 
for such aid during the present school year and acknow- 
ledgement of the application has been recevied from 
Washington. It is probable that a substantial part of our 
entitlement will be in the treasurer’s hands before the 
end of the present school year. 

It is interesting to note that the total federal funds 
received in Union No. 21 amounted to $38,139.73. 


The North Hampton Parent-Teacher Association is 
dedicated to the welfare of the children of the district. 
Such a group furnishes the nucleus of interested public 
support for the welfare of our schools. Its generous con- 
tributions toward the purchase of library books proves 
its desire to help in the most effective manner. The en- 
couragement of athletics and other extra curricula ac- 
tivities is definitely an asset to the educational program. 
I bespeak the membership in this organization of every 
parent and every citizen of the district. 

That the people of North Hampton may know how 
their school dollar is spent, the following data has been 
established. Figures are taken from statistics of the 
vear 1953-1954, the last completed school year.
